Latest Red Notes Reject Allied Denials 


Of Responsibility Fo 


r Kaesong Violations 


TOKYO (AP)—New Communist notes swirled today in 
the brimming cauldron of wasted words that left peace in 


Korea as remote as ever. 


Sharp fighting flashed again on the explosive western 
front while the Kaesong armistice talks remained suspended 


for the 15th straight day. 

The new Red notes rejected the 
latest Allied denials of responsi 
bility for neutrality zone viola- 
tions at Kaesong. There was no 
Red answer to Gen. Matthew B 
Ridgway’s insistence on selection 
of a new truce site. 

Red China's Peiping radio 
broadcast the two new messages 
from North Korean Lt.-Gen. Nam 
Il, senior Red delegate, to Vice- 
Admiral C. Turner Joy, top U.N 
negotiator. 

Both notes rejected Joy's three 
denials Tuesday of Red charges 
as “completely unsatisfactory.” 


REJECTS DENIALS 

One note brushed aside Joy's 
insistence that no Allied plane 
dropped a flare inside the Kae 
song neutral zone the night of 
Aug. 29 / 

Nam’s second note rejected 
Joy’s denial of Red charges that 
South Korean troops: killed. Red 
military police in the neutral zone 
on Aug. 19 and Aug. 30. 

Said Nam today: 

“No denials of facts can free 
your side from #he serious re 
sponsibility that you must bear 
for these two incidents. Our side 
has adequate witnesses and ma- 
terial evidence to confirm the in- 
escapable responsibility of your 
side.”

LONDON ( AP)—Oil talks be. 
tween Britain and Iran reached 
a complete breakdown today fol 
lowing a thinly-veiled British de- 
mand that Iran throw out Pre- 
mier Mohammed Mossadegh. 

The Foreign Office, stung by 
Mossadegh’s threat to expel 350 
British technicians from the shut- 
down Abadan refinery area un- 
less Britain comes up with new 
proposals within 15 days, said 
Thursday night: “The recent 
speech by the Persian (Iranian) 
prime minister in the senate 
shows conclusively that no fur- 
ther negotiations with the pres- 
ent Persian government can pro- 
duce any results.” The govern- 
ment now considers that the neg- 
otiations begun by the Lord Privy 
Seal, Richard R. Stokes, are no 
longer in suspense, but broken 
off. 

WANT NEW PROPOSALS

produce entirely-new proposals 
as a basis for negotiations or 
bring in a new government to 
tackle the difficult problem.

TRAILS AND ‘TIDDLERS’ 


PERHAPS it was because I have for so long felt mildly 

resentful of: the slurs cast at women drivers that I rel- 
ished the opportunity of meeting Miss Kay Petre, who was 
in Victoria about a month ago with a’ party of representa- 
tives of the British motor industry and press. 

For that dynamic little person won international fame as 
a Facing motorist until a serious accident bfought that phase 
of her career to an end—leaving her with scars whieh are 
still discernible of her attractive face. So what she doesn't 
know about cars and driving isn’t worth knowing. During 
her brief visit here we ghatted about various subjects, but the 
burden of her remarks was centred on the party's projected 
drive from Vancouver to Calgary. 


ROCKY ROAD

around the terribly dangerous corners,” the former rac- 
ing motorist boasts she “shot past every big, chromium-plated 
American car 1. met.on the Kicking Horse trail. ....My little 
Austin cracked along at 50 to 60 miles an hour, taking “corners 
in controlled slides and accelerating away in low gear out of 
the corners.”

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How To Poison The News 


THE FUTILE ATTEMPT TO ENFORCE 

the freedom of the press by inter- 
nationa] agreement apparently will be 
abandoned. 

For two years, under United States 
pressure, the United Nations have been 
working on a convention by which all 
signatory governments would promise not 
to interefere with the movement of in- 
formation and the reporters who gather 
it. But when the convention was finally 
drafted and submitted recently to the 
U.N. Economie and Social Council in Ge- 
neva it turned out to be a perfect recipe 
for suppressing both information and re- 
porters. 

At the instance of Near Eastern, Asian 
and Latin governments the convention 
contains a clause by which any govern- 
ment can prosecute a publisher for print- 
ing reports “likely to injure national feel- 
ings” or “false or distorted reports which 
undermine friendly relations between 
Peoples or states.” 

By that prescription, of course, the 
whole flow of international news could 
be poisoned. Any government could en- 
force complete censorship of news mov- 
ing in or out simply by declaring it 
dangerous. If the democratic western 
nations had been bound by the proposed 
convention during the nineteen-thirties, 
for example, they could not have reported 


| 


the rise of the Nazi tyranny in Germany 
for fear of hurting Hitler’s feelings. They 
could not tell the truth today about Peron 
or Franco. They could hardly discuss 
Russia at all. 

All factual news disturbs some gov- 
ernment or people from time to time but 
it is the price of democracy. Once gov- 
ernment controls the news democracy is 
dead. 

.The United States, having tried to 
secure an international agreement to de- 
fend the free flow of news, finds in- 
stead a proposal to legalize the present 
restrictions on news and to expand those 
restrictions into something like prohibi- 
tion. The Economie and Social Council 
wisely has rejected the draft convention 
and the U.N. Assembly no doubt will do 
likewise in the autumn. 

The trouble here, as in so many other 
Places, is that the few democracies now 
existing always tend to exaggerate the 
democracy, or the potential democracy of 
other countries which have-no use for 
our system or any intention of following 
it.. We cannot legislate democracy into 
existence by statute. We cannot enforce 
freedom of information by treaty among 
those who do not understand freedom. 
And we must avoid tying ourselves to 
any phony agreement which could in- 
fringe our own freedom.

“ for the first half of this year make 
interesting reading not only because they 
reflect an increasing volume over 1950's 
dwindling flow of new settlers, but be- 
cause they indicate a change in composi- 
tion. Immigrants are arriving at a rate 
of roughly 10,000 a month. It is esti- 
mated the full year’s total will range 
from 100,000 to 150,000, probably sur- 
passing the 1948 postwar record of 
125,414. 


But whereas Canada welcomed a peak 
of 46,000 from the British Isles in 1948, 
last year less than 15,000 came to this 
country from that source. During the 
first six months of 1951, the total from 
Britain reached 14,000, a figure which 
may.be doubled by the end of the year. 
At the same time, even 28,000 would be 
a relatively smal] fraction of the aggre- 
gate which at. the end of June had 
reached 80,000. 


Several factors have placed the Brit- 
ish or Commonwealth citizen in a 
Strategic position as an immigrant. He 
comes with a democratic background 
and understanding analogous to our 
own. That is a characteristic probably 
more important than the natural sense 
of kinship which exists between Com- 
monwealth people on grounds of senti- 
ment. 

The influx of settlers from. other 
countries is in no way depreciated. They 
are providing the manpower, and in 
some cases, the wealth to increase our 
economic strength and meet the needs 
of defense production.. They do, how- 
ever, impose upon Canadians a particu- 
lar responsibility. If they come from 
lands in which our procedures of gov- 


caly and socially. The time has now 
come when Canada must join with older 
civilizations in affirming the wisdom of 
that Biblical decree which warns that 
“Man doth not live by: bread only.” 

In accepting the beautiful and digni- 
fied Moss Street centre, the city has 
encouraged and inspired the hundreds of 
private citizens who have labored, on 
a purely voluntary basis, to make this 
dream come true. “Class A” exhibitions, 
from the National Gallery and other 
centres, will now be brought to Vic- 
torians, for the edification of young and 
old alike.

stood, it is vital that we, of longer resi- 
dence here, should exert every effort 
to assist them in the process of assimila- 
tion. 

It is up to us to help them to un- 
derstand and appreciate the ideals we 
cherish and which have helped Canada 
to reach its present stature—which have, 
in fact, made this the type of natjon 
to which they wanted to come. 

The publication Industrial Health, an 
organ of the federal Department of Na- 
tional Health and Welfare, recently de- 
voted much of its space to that question, 
It portrayed the psychological condition 
of the immigrant, frequently a person 
from a country in which concentration 
camps, jails, prisons and_ internment 
camps were often used to house indi- 
viduals whose chief crime lay in their 
opposition to totalitarian regimes. It 
described their preconceived idea of Can- 
ada and it mentioned the problems they 
faced in a country of such vast differ- 
ences to those from which they came. 

The article set forth the dangers of 
over-solicitiousness for such individuals, 
warning against the resentment that at- 
titude might provoke, and called for an 
approach of reasonable friendliness, 
sympathy and co-operation. 

In view of the numbers of strangers 
now. coming. to us,.that. advice..merits 
consideration... We . want more. -immi- 
grants, more people who can assist us 
in the development and defense jobs 
we have to do. They. can render the 
finest degree of assistance only as they 
becomie conscious Canadians. We can 
help them to reach that state through 
the means suggested by Industrial 
Health, 


Showing A Lead 


STATISTICS just issued providing a 

comparison of new construction in 
British Columbia with that in the rest 
of Canada are impressive. They reveal 
that 21 per cent of such Canadian activ- 
ity so far this year has taken place in 
this province, and in this regard Van- 
couver Island, and Victoria, have had a 
sizeable share. The British Columbia 
figure of $300,000,000 represents a seven- 
told increase over the first seven months 
of 1950. 

What this means in employment 
opportunities for the building trades is 
obvious. The supplying of materials, the 
actual construction, the catering for the 
workers. and their families, represents 
economic progress of a high order. But 
the fact that these huge expenditures— 
$160 millions for Alcan, $30 millions for 
the Duncan Bay newsprint plant, $19 
millions for the Harmac plant extension 
at Nanaimo, $2 millions for the local 


plywood plant contract—represent in- 
vestment in future production rather 
than unproductive outlays, gives a much 
clearer picture of our. present economic 
situation. 


Such large purchases of materials 
and supplies, of course, help to add to 
our inflationary cycle. These great 
projects are competing with the smaller 
consumers, and the national rearmament 
program, for lumber, metals of all kinds, 
rubber, plastics, oll and other essential 
commodities. But once completed, many 
of the construction jobs will in turn 
produce goods in greater abundance, 
thus helping to offset today’s higher 
consumer demands and balancing the 
economy. It is pleasant to observe that 
this province is wel] in the forefront 
of the year’s construction activity, and 
that each dollar expended will add to 
permanent production units for our 
future benefit,

Truman Sets New

McCarthy before the 

American Legion, which has now been 

followed by a similar speech by Secre- 

tary of Labor Maurice Tobin before the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

In brief, the signs are accumulating 
that. with the election coming on, the 
Ppugnacious President has decided to 

accept battle with the 

Republicans on their 

own chosen ground. 

They want to make the 

big issue “Communism 

in Government.” Tru- 

man has now got 

angry enough to 

choose as his own 

issue “McCarthyism 

and what it is doing 

to American political 

Joseph standards.” Another 

hint: that this is the way things are 
going was Vice-President Alben W. Bark- 
ley'’s strong defense of Secretary of 
State Dean G. Acheson and sharp attack 
on Acheson's attackers before the Mid- 
West Democratic rally at French Lick. 


THs decision of the President's can 

mean a lot more than the mere inten- 
tion to “hit back” at McCarthy, which has 
already been widely reported. For one 
thing, it can largely shape the course of 
the debate in the oncoming Presidential 
campaign. It seems odd and tragic that 
McCarthyism-Communism should appear 
to be becoming a main campaign topic, 
in a time when the political decisions 
of the American people wil] make the 
difference between the nation’s destruc- 
tion or survival. There are much larger 
subjects to talk about, if we only had 
larger men to talk about them. Yet in 
view of the progressive debasement of 
American political life that McCarthyism 
symbolizes, the President's decision is 
entirely understandable and decidedly 
admirable. 


(THERE is also another thing that this 

Presidentia] decision must mean, if 
the wiseacres interpret the somewhat 
mysterious White House climate cor- 
rectly. Earlier in the summer, the 
President seemed to have been worn 
down by the repeated pleas of almost 
every other Democratic leader, and to 
be preparing to allow Secretary of State 
Acheson to lay down his office. As 
earlier reported in this space, the evi- 
dence then indicated that Acheson would 
resign at the first opportune moment, 
after a Korean cease-fire or some other 
similar event that allowed him to depart 
in honorable circumstances. 

Now, however, if the reports from the 
White House are correct, and the Presi- 
dent genuinely intends to. make McCar- 
thyism a main campaign issue, the odds 
on Acheson's future are thereby reversed 
Acheson can hardly be’ permitted to go 
if one of the great combats of the cam- 
paign ig to be conducted, as it were, 
across his body. 


WN Congress, meanwhile, the effects of 
this new trend of White House strat- 
egy are already clearly apparent. Some 
months ago, the chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, Sen. Tom 
Connally of Texas, warned the President 
that he could not be reelected with 
“Acheson hanging ‘round his neck.” The 
Senator waited to see the results of this 
warning, like so many others delivered 
by the leaders on the Hill. Since nothing 
has happened, he has now moved to dis- 
associate himself from Acheson in the 
most marked manner, by taking what 
comes close to a Republican isolation 
stand on the crucial Foreign Aid bill. 


TE unseen effects of the Secretary of 

State remaining in office have been 
perhaps even more important; for the 
resulting character of the relationship 
with Congress has levied a sort of black- 
mail on our policy. Hence certain crucial 
problems, like that of Yugoslavia, have 
been tackled very gingerly. And other 
problems, perhaps even more important, 
like the obvious danger of another vast 
economic crisis in Britain, have not been 
tackled at all. 


r is better not to think about the 

results that can be produced by this 
hidden blackmail and the anti-Acheson 
mood in Congress in the next session, 
which will be sitting at the time of ut- 
most danger to the Western World. The 
Soviets-will be strongly tempted toward 
new aggressions in order-to get in first, 
before“ Western’ rearmament becomes a 
hard reality. We shall be blinded to 
external dangers by personal and do- 
mestic quarrels, and by the rising pas- 
sions of the ‘campaign. Altogether, 
among the terrible risks that are going 
to have to be run in the next 14 months, 
the worst is probably this risk of an 
American political failure which will 
bring the Western alliance down in ruins. 


ON the other hand, the thing has prob- 

ably gone on too long, and the effect 
of McCarthyism on Amertcan political 
life has now become tod grave for any 
mere shuffling of cabinet offices to help 
matters, as it would have done last 
winter. 

If the State Department will refuse to 
yield to the hidden blackmail, if the 
President will fight straight out against 
the debasement of American standards, 
the risk of failure abroad wil] be com- 
pensated by the hope of a cure at home, 
In a time of few consolations, it will be 
a major consolation to purge from the 
national blood the infection represented 
by the poison pen literature described 
recently in this space.

For English tourists there is no such 
stimulus. Even if they have served in 
a regiment that took part in the battle, 
on the winning side, their pulses re- 
main. unhurried. Regimenta] association, 
strong though it is, has not the same 
glamour as a clan name. Nor has a 
southern surname. Who called Hood 
fancies himself in a previous incarna- 
tion clad in Lincoln green and shooting 
arrows into sheriffs? What Smith 
claims kinship with Wayland? 


HIGHEST POINTS 


When southerners do take a hand 
in this game they play it. oddly. Highest 
points go to anyone who came over 
with the Conqueror, so that his expedi- 
tionary force must have been the largest 
to land on either side of the Channel 
before D-Day. Hardly anyone seems to 
have had an ancestor who fought for 
Harold, although the English preference 
for lost causes is notorious. A further 
oddity to be noted by anthropologists 
studying the island way of life is that 
the Welsh and Irish, for all their pride 
of nationalism, have allowed themselves 
hopelessly to be beaten by the Scots in 
this contest. , 

The Kings of Munster and so forth 
have, nowadays, fewer confident de 
scendants, even on St. Patrick's Day, 
than they had in the recent past. Welsh 
pedigrees are lengthy and involved, but 
they lack the free and easy universality 
of the Scottish clan connections. 


SATISFIES IMPULSE 


Bcotland may not have reached the 
perfect solution, but she does satisfy, 
or at least lull, a generally felt impulse 
of human curiosity. How fascinating it 
would be to possess a genuine family 
tree that went batk for hundreds of 
years. The speed at which the record 
fades is lamentable. Even the memory 
of those indispensable old ladies who 
are the verbal historians of many fami- 
lies gives out as a rule by the eighteenth 
century—if not before. 

Most people know about their grand- 
fathers; only a lucky few can trace 
those grandfathers’ grandfathers. It is 
no consolation to learn from relentless 
judges of evidence like Round that 
legend descends quickly on. the most 
exalted genealogies. To be introduced 
to an ancestor who was contemporary 
with Queen Anne would be delightful. 
If only the Browns and Robinsons were 
divided into clans the trick could be 
done. As things are, the ancestor is, 
alas, more dead than the Queen.

PRINCE RUPERT €?)—Exten- 
sion of rail service from Prince 
George to Alaska Thursday was 
urged in a Prince George Board 
of Trade resolution at the annual 
convention of Central B.C. Associ 
ated Boards of Trade here. 

Of the first seven resolutions 
adopted by the convention, the 
mooted rail extension was the 
most thoroughly discussed.

The 
reinstatement provisions of this Order in Council have now been 
incorporated in the provisions of the Veterans Benefit Act, 1951.

WASHINGTON (UP)—New developments in atomic war-

VICTORIA IS lucky. So far 
this summer the city has had 
only two reported cases of poiio 
and both of them originated out 
of town. Last year one case only 
was listed and an outbreak of 
serious proportions hasn't oc 
curred since 1947, when there 
were 10. 

Still, the health authorities and 
the public keep their fingers 
crossed. This is the season for 
that disease and its cause and 
transmission remain mysteries. 
All the fine work of the bic 
foundations haven't yet solved 
the problem of infantile paralysis. 
Research continues, though, and 
while science keeps up its in- 
quiries there rermnains hope that 
some means will be found of 
beating polid; just as other sick- 
nesses that once baffled medi- 
cine are beifig beaten. 

This week in/Denmark the pro- 
duction of a vaccine which ap- 
pears to combat the disease was 
reported during the international 
poliomylitis conference. And in 
various centres certain work can 
be done to assist victims. 


WHEN YOU TALK to Dr. Joe 
Gayton, city health officer, about 
ft, he'll tell you this commun:ty 
is fortunate. Our figures don't 
compare with any number of 
cifies of our size in the U.S. or 
other parts of Canada. He offers 
no specific explanation. Maybe, 
he says, its the wind that keeps 
the air stirring. This may dissi- 
pate sources of infection that 
can be air -or water borne: 

Another medical man who 
talks in layman's terms suggests 
the hot weather and sunshine, 
two climatic features which are 
often present when polio strikes, 
could in themselves be strong 
counter-agents. There's little, he 
believes, to beat sunshine in the 
fight against siekwess. 

Health authorities do advise 
certain primary precautions when 


polio .appears.. They urge close 


attention to personal hygiene— 
thorough washing of hands be- 
fore eating, which is good health 
procedure as well as routine table 
manners. They suggest that food 
be kept clean and covered, which 
is simple horse sense. 


THEY ADVOCATE close atten- 
tion to symptoms—headaches, 
sore throat, upset stomach, sore 
muscles, stiff neck or back, ex- 
treme tiredness or nervousness 
ahd troubles with breathing or 
swallowing,. and they urge the 
sick person to go to bed. Those 
symptoms are pretty general. 
Most of them could apply to what 
they call ‘flu. In either case, 
bed’s a good place for the person 
concerned. 


“= They tel you, too, not to get 


overtired by hard play, exercise, 
work or travel, not to get chilled 
or: swim too long in cold water. 

In addition you shouldn't use 
another person's towel, dishes or 
tableware. I'd go whole hog and 
Say toothbrush, too.

OTTAWA (CP)—Canada's sea- 
going fishermen are hauling in 
fewer fish, but their catch is 
bringing more cash. 

The bureau of statistics Thurs- 
day reported that 122,746,000 
pounds were landed in July, down 
15.2 per cent from 144,793,000 on 
the corresponding month. last 
year. The value jumped 26.3 
per cent to $10,978,000 “from 
$8,693,000. 

A similar trend apparently had 
shown in previous months. Total 
landings for the seven months of 
1951 dropped. to 561,271,000 from 
676,376,000 last year, but the 
value increased to $35,801,000 
from $32,965,000. 

On the Pacific Coast, both the 
catch and landed value advanced 
in July; the former rising to 
39,074,000 from $5,507,000. Gains 
were mainly due to sockeye 
salmon, Landings amounted to 
19,207,000 pounds compared with 
17,096,000, and the value $5,162,- 
000 against $3,368,000. In the 
January-July period, however 
the catch. fell: to 230,116,006 
pounds from 246,024,000, while 
the value increased to $16,018,000 
from $13,494,000,

In this, Ottawa 
has taken a 
practical lead by 
refraining com- 
pletely from of- 
fering a single 
direct or guaran- 
téed issue, Last 
year over the 
same period the federal govern- 
ment had issued $835,000,000 new 
bonds. 

Expansion of Canadian indus- 
try, however, has made it impos- 
sible for the provinces and muni- 
cipalities to draw in their spend- 
ing horns completely, and the 
1951 figures of new bond issues 
under these heads are down by 
less than 30 per ‘cent on the cor- 
responding period of 1950. 

The only provincial financing 
in August was by British Colum- 
bia which sold $35,000,000 in 3 per 
cent and 3% per cent debentures. 

To raise ‘this money Finance 
Minister Anscomb had to tap the 
United States market in order to 
secure favorable terms. 
in the year the Ontario govern- 
ment found it necessary to take 
similar action thus’ breaking~ an 
over 20 years’ policy of raising 
funds in Canada. 

The result is that 
States in the first eight months 
of this year has bought over 57 
per cent of all the Canadian gov- 
ernment and municipal bonds of- 
fered. In the previous year the 
United States total investment in 
this sphere was merely 11% per 
cent of the total. 

Time alone will tell if this is 
good policy. One thing is certain. 
It adds the speculative touch to 
governmental financing. Inter- 
est. and repayments have to be 
made in U.S. funds, and if the 
Canadian dollar. increases its 
value in rate of exchange with 
the U.S. dollar, all will be very 
nice. But if the Canadian dollar 
recedes, the burden on the provin- 
cial taxpayer is going to be stiff. 

On the other hand Canadian 
corporations, including public 
utility companies, railways and 
industrial concerns, have en- 
countered no such difficulty in 
raising new loans in the domestic 
market. Their offerings have 
been snapped up sharply in 
Toronto and Montreal. 

Of the $203,660,000 new bonds 
and ,debentures offered to the 
public so far this year only 
$2,500,000 were sold in the United 
States. This is less than 1.5 per 
cent, compared with 19 per cent 
going to the United States in the 
same period of 1950.

West opened the jack of hearts, 
and dummy won with the ace. A 
low club was returned from dum- 
my, and East wisely put up the 
jack of clubs fo return a trump 
South put up the ace of trumps 
and led another club, which 
West had to take with his ace. 

Now, suppose you pick the best 
hand at this point from the West 
hand, and even that won't help 
you unless you're wide awake. 

While you're thinking, just see 
what happened when West actu 
ally returned a second heart 
South won with the king, ruffed 
a club in dummy, and ruffed a 
heart in his own hand. He then 
ruffed another club in dummy 
cashed the ace of diamonds, and 
ruffed a diamond in his own 
hand. Then he laid down the 
king of spades and led his last 
club. West could take the queen 
of spades, but no more. 

Mind you, West thought of ruff 
ing the third or fourth club with 
his queen of spades, but that 
would have done him no good.
